Chairman Danny Gillis said that 
it might be well at this time toalso 
discuss having sewer mains laid 
before the street is surfaced, and

The board approved the possible 
sale of a lot of land on Broad St., 
Lot 82 A, to the owners of either 
Lot 82 or 83, 

A second proposal, both of which 
were learned of by notes from the 
Town Manager, was for land on 
Temple Street. The Board dis- 


town, could be combined with other 
town owned lots nearby, and made 
into a suitable playground for neigh 
borhood children, The playground 
would measure several hundred 
feet in each direction, the board 
noted, 


Most of the evening was spent in 
a discussion with the developer of 
land at Hanson Road, 

The owner of the land told the 
Board that a 36 inch drain, sub- 
Ject to a discussion last week, un- 
der Woodland Road, had been laid 
by a previous owner, and that the 
natural assumption was that this 
had been done with the approval of 
the Town Engineer, some years 


ago. 
Other than this ft seemed that 
the drains had been laid ty the 


cer althur Harding sald that the 
Present system was just’ barely 
adequate, and that, now knowing 
the conditions of Hanson Road and 
the land to the south of it, Harding 
was of the belief that the engineer
